eating habits. Later, a distraught Kris 
Jenner, 59, asked eldest daughters 
Kourtney, 35, and Kim, 34, to join her 
for a meeting with an unnamed 
advisor, and the trio recounted Rob’s 
downward spiral. Kourtney lamented 
the fact that he “had it so easy”; Kim 
called him “the king of excuses”; and 
Kris detailed his withdrawal from 
family activities.

At this point, Rob has even 
walked out on the one person 
he always believed would 
have his back: Khloe. While 
she gave him a roof
